1. No corn shipments of any 


consequence will go to Europe this 
season (last year we shipped 110 
million bushels). 


2. A cut in wheat shipments to 


Europe because wheat will be used 
at home to substitute for a short 
corn crop. 


3. A stampede of cattle to mar- 


ket in lowgrade 
condition, de- 


pressing prices temporarily 
but 


causing lighter meat supplies next 
year, 
with consequently 
higher 


prices. 


4. A price rise in milk, fowl, 


eggs and butter; a minor rise, fig- 
ured in pennies, in packaged corn 
products such as starches, cereals 
and desserts. 


The price of corn today is ad- 


mittedly a 
weather affair. Many 


important leaders in the food field, I 
however, are reluctant to discuss 
costs of meat, hogs, and other 
foods directly dependent on 
the 


corn crop in view of the justice 
Department's investigation— and 
threatened prosecution— .into in- 
creasing prices. 


But some of the leading grain 


and food executives, in exclusive 
statements to NEA Service, went 
on record with their outlook of 
food prices in relation to the corn 
crop and the drought. 


The effect of our aid to Europe 


is a big part of the picture. 


Last year's 
record corn crop 


was 3.3 billion bushels, and the

Europe because wheat will be used 
at home to substitute for a short 
corn crop. 


3. A stampede of cattle to mar- 


ket in lowgrade 
condition, de- 


pressing prices temporarily 
but 


causing lighter meat supplies next 
year, 
with consequently 
higher 


prices. 


4. A price rise in milk, fowl, 


eggs and butter; a minor rise, fig- 
ured in pennies, in packaged corn 
products such as starches, cereals 
and desserts. 


The price of corn today is ad- 


mittedly a 
weather affair. Many 


important leaders in the food field, I 
however, are reluctant to discuss 
costs of meat, hogs, and other 
foods directly dependent on 
the 


corn crop in view of the justice 
Department's investigation— and 
threatened prosecution— .into in- 
creasing prices. 


But some of the leading grain 


and food executives, in exclusive 
statements to NEA Service, went 
on record with their outlook of 
food prices in relation to the corn 
crop and the drought. 


The effect of our aid to Europe 


is a big part of the picture.

3. A stampede of cattle to mar- 


ket in lowgrade 
condition, de- 


pressing prices temporarily 
but 


causing lighter meat supplies next 
year, 
with consequently 
higher 


prices. 


4. A price rise in milk, fowl, 


eggs and butter; a minor rise, fig- 
ured in pennies, in packaged corn 
products such as starches, cereals 
and desserts. 


The price of corn today is ad- 


mittedly a 
weather affair. Many 


important leaders in the food field, I 
however, are reluctant to discuss 
costs of meat, hogs, and other 
foods directly dependent on 
the 


corn crop in view of the justice 
Department's investigation— and 
threatened prosecution— .into in- 
creasing prices. 


But some of the leading grain 


and food executives, in exclusive 
statements to NEA Service, went 
on record with their outlook of 
food prices in relation to the corn 
crop and the drought.

and food industry predict: 


1. No corn shipments of any 


consequence will go to Europe this 
season (last year we shipped 110 
million bushels). 


2. A cut in wheat shipments to 


Europe because wheat will be used 
at home to substitute for a short 
corn crop. 


3. A stampede of cattle to mar- 


ket in lowgrade 
condition, de- 


pressing prices temporarily 
but 


causing lighter meat supplies next 
year, 
with consequently 
higher 


prices. 


4. A price rise in milk, fowl, 


eggs and butter; a minor rise, fig- 
ured in pennies, in packaged corn 
products such as starches, cereals 
and desserts. 


The price of corn today is ad- 


mittedly a 
weather affair. Many 


important leaders in the food field, I 
however, are reluctant to discuss 
costs of meat, hogs, and other 
foods directly dependent on 
the 


corn crop in view of the justice 
Department's investigation— and 
threatened prosecution— .into in- 
creasing prices. 


But some of the leading grain 


and food executives, in exclusive 
statements to NEA Service, went 
on record with their outlook of 
food prices in relation to the corn 
crop and the drought. 


The effect of our aid to Europe 


is a big part of the picture. 


Last year's 
record corn crop 


was 3.3 billion bushels, and the

Europe because wheat will be used 
at home to substitute for a short 
corn crop. 


3. A stampede of cattle to mar- 


ket in lowgrade 
condition, de- 


pressing prices temporarily 
but 


causing lighter meat supplies next 
year, 
with consequently 
higher 


prices. 


4. A price rise in milk, fowl, 


eggs and butter; a minor rise, fig- 
ured in pennies, in packaged corn 
products such as starches, cereals 
and desserts. 


The price of corn today is ad- 


mittedly a 
weather affair. Many 


important leaders in the food field, I 
however, are reluctant to discuss 
costs of meat, hogs, and other 
foods directly dependent on 
the 


corn crop in view of the justice 
Department's investigation— and 
threatened prosecution— .into in- 
creasing prices. 


But some of the leading grain 


and food executives, in exclusive 
statements to NEA Service, went 
on record with their outlook of 
food prices in relation to the corn 
crop and the drought. 


The effect of our aid to Europe 


is a big part of the picture.

The 
yidespread belief that ameba may 
ive in the bowel without causing 
Jlce'rs or that a harmless strain 
exists is without foundation. One- 
bird of all patients who develop 
amebic abscesses of the liver have 
never had bowel complaints. 


The chief defense against ame- 


sic 
infection is good sanitation. 


Modern purification of wate rsup- 
Jlies and efficient sewage disposal 
protect 
against infections which 
originate in the bowel. At 
the 
.ast World's Fair in Chicago, the 
infection was spread by the fail- 
.ire of the water and sewage sys- 
tems in the hotel, and not the 
carelessness 
Those who 
our food can prevent the'spread 
of amebic infection by practicing 
proper sanitation,

One- 
bird of all patients who develop 
amebic abscesses of the liver have 
never had bowel complaints. 


The chief defense against ame-

infection is good sanitation. 


Modern purification of wate rsup- 
Jlies and efficient sewage disposal 
protect 
against infections which 
originate in the bowel. At

Those who 
our food can prevent the'spread 
of amebic infection by practicing 
proper sanitation,

The 
yidespread belief that ameba may 
ive in the bowel without causing 
Jlce'rs or that a harmless strain 
exists is without foundation. One- 
bird of all patients who develop 
amebic abscesses of the liver have 
never had bowel complaints. 


The chief defense against ame-

infection is good sanitation. 


Modern purification of wate rsup- 
Jlies and efficient sewage disposal 
protect 
against infections which 
originate in the bowel. At 
the 
.ast World's Fair in Chicago, the 
infection was spread by the fail- 
.ire of the water and sewage sys- 
tems in the hotel, and not the 
carelessness 
Those who 
our food can prevent the'spread 
of amebic infection by practicing 
proper sanitation,

The 
yidespread belief that ameba may 
ive in the bowel without causing 
Jlce'rs or that a harmless strain 
exists is without foundation. One- 
bird of all patients who develop 
amebic abscesses of the liver have 
never had bowel complaints. 


The chief defense against ame-

infection is good sanitation. 


Modern purification of wate rsup- 
Jlies and efficient sewage disposal 
protect 
against infections which 
originate in the bowel. At 
the

infection was spread by the fail- 
.ire of the water and sewage sys- 
tems in the hotel, and not the 
carelessness 
Those who 
our food can prevent the'spread 
of amebic infection by practicing 
proper sanitation,

The 
yidespread belief that ameba may 
ive in the bowel without causing 
Jlce'rs or that a harmless strain 
exists is without foundation. One- 
bird of all patients who develop 
amebic abscesses of the liver have 
never had bowel complaints. 


The chief defense against ame- 


sic 
infection is good sanitation. 


Modern purification of wate rsup- 
Jlies and efficient sewage disposal 
protect 
against infections which 
originate in the bowel. At 
the 
.ast World's Fair in Chicago, the 
infection was spread by the fail- 
.ire of the water and sewage sys- 
tems in the hotel, and not the 
carelessness 
Those who 
our food can prevent the'spread 
of amebic infection by practicing 
proper sanitation,
